NAZI PILOT SAYS 


HITLER ESCAPED IN 
PLANE WITH EVA

WARSAW, Dec. 18 (AP) -A one- 
time German 8.8. (Elite Guard) 
pilot, sticking to his story that he 
flew Adolf Hitler and Hiitler’s 
mistress Eva Braun to Denmark 
just before the fall of Berlin, was 
reported last night to have named 
others he said were on the flight. 

The newspaper Zycie Warszawy 
said Capt. Peter Baumgart had 
elaborated on earlier accounts in 
a statement to Polish authorities 
in Mokotow fortress prison, where 
he is waiting to go on trial on war 
crimes charges in Warsaw next 
Wednesday. 

The paper reported Baumgart 
said a sister of Eva Braun, a Ger- 
man general named Rommer and 
his wife and one other aid of Hit- 
ler were aboard the plane. He 
was said to have told this story: 

He was called by Hitler on April 
28, 1945, and took off with the 
German leader’s party the same 
day in a Messerschmitt 108 escort- 
ed by two other aircraft whose 
crews included a Lt. Urban and a 
Sgt. Guntel. 

His plane put down the follow- 
ing day at Magdeburg, left again 
the next morning and, on Hitler’s 
orders, flew through an artillery 
barrage. The plane finally landed 
in a field in Denmark 44 miles 
from the Eider river, which runs 
through northern Germany just 
below the Danish border. Hitler’s 
party then bo&rded a submarine, 
and the three planes flew back to 
Berlin, 


CONFIDENCE VOTE 
FORCED BY REDS 


Italian Premier Upheld, 
216 to 111; on Issue of 
Using Police in Rome 


ROME, Dec. 18 (Ur) — Premier 
Alcide de Gasperi won a 216-to-111 
vote of confidence on the Govern- 
ment’s handling of the Rome gen- 
eral strike tonight when the Na- 
tional Assembly rejected a Com- 
munist' effort for a parliamentary 
investigation of police activity in 
the strike. 


ROME, Dec. 13 (AP)—Premier 
Alcide de Gasperi’s Government 
denounced today as “without 
foundation” Communist claims of 
victory in the 48-hour general 
strike which ended at midnight. 

The Communists asserted they 
had squeezed an additional 7,700,- 
000,000 lire ($13,547,974) in unem- 
ployment relief funds out of the 
Government with the strike, which 
ended after a steely show of Gov- 
ernment force, 


De Gasperi’s office replied that 
the strike ended where it began 
—with an offer of 11 billion lire 
($19,344,820). Of the 11 billion 
total, seven was for new appropri- 
ations and four from funds al- 
ready set aside for public works, 
a communique said. 

City Fund Report Unconfirmed. 

A report that the City of Rome 
was’ prepared to add 2 billion lire 
($3,517,000) has not been con- 
firmed, Labor had asked for a 14 
billion lire program, with 10 bil- 
lion in new appropriations. 

The Communist-dominated Cham- 
ber of Labor of Rome province, 
which ordered the work stoppage, 
said appropriations by the City of 
Rome and Rome province, added 
to what the National Government 
already had offered for winter 
relief for the unemployed, satis- 
fied its demands. 

The situation in Rome was back 
to normal this morning with end- 
ing of the strike. Jeep loads of 
riot police circulated through the 
city but found no trouble.

Authoritative sources said the 
American delegation agreed the 
conference was “hopelessly dead- 
locked” on the subject of repara- 
tions and that without a ment 
on reparations, discussion of eco- 
nomic and other subjects was use- 
less. 

Secretary of State George C. 
Marshall is expected to decide 
over the weekend whether to 
break off the conference immedi- 
ately or go through the function 
of finishing the.agenda before do- 
ing it. Part of the decision will 
depend on the attitude of Russian 
Foreign Minister V. M. Molotov at 
the opening of the Monday meet- 
ing. 

Up to Marshall, Russian Says. 

Molotov was understood to be 
willing that the sessions continue. 
A Soviet spokesman said the fu- 
ture of the parley would depend 
on Marshall. 

Postponement of Saturday's 
meeting was announced by the 
conference secretariat. A member 
of the United States delegation 
said it was agreed that another 
session today would only result in 
quick tempers and confusion. The 
two-day recess will give the min- 
isters time to plan a course of 
action, 

Molotov. had luncheon today 
with Marshall at the residence of 
Ambassador 'Lewis Douglas. An 
authoritative source said Marshall 
kept the meeting “purely social,” 
steering away from subjecta con- 


nected with the Big Four confer-

Deadline for Corporations to 
Make 4th Quarter Payments 
on 1946 Income. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 13 (AP)— 
The harvest season for income tax 
collections will get going in ear- 
nest Monday, and officials looked 
to it to produce a big crop of 
dollars. 

A three-month period of high 
level collections, which brings in 
more than 40 per cent of the Gov- 
ernment’s annual tax revenue, be- 
gins with corporations meeting a 
Monday midnight deadline.

Ample Warning Was Given 


The record indicates that not merely Mr. 
Taft but the Democratic-controlled Con- 
gress opposed the Roosevelt fiscal program 
against inflation. In his January 1943, 
budget, the President asked collection of 
“not less than 16 billion dollars” by taxa- 
tion, savings, or both, and the Treasury 
ultimately proposed tax increases of $10,- 
600,000,000. Congress, however, provided 
only $2,100,000,000. Mr. Roosevelt, in Jan- 
uary 1944, said this “did not begin” to meet 
the test of being a “realistic tax law.” 


Many impartial economists warned 
against inflation, The Amefican Economic 
Association mobilized the considered views 
of 89 of them, presented to the House 
Ways and Means Committee by Prof. 
Graham of Princeton. Far from being ex- 
cessive, the group said, the Treasury rec- 
ommendations “are not heavy enough.” 

They added prophetically: “If the danger 
of inflation is not scotched, we will suffer 
far more than we can possibly suffer under 
any taxes.” 


People Might Have Agreed 


Congress declined to go along, however. 
The Roosevelt program would have put the 
nation on.a basis of paying half the war 
cost out of current revenues, The Editorial 
Research Report of May 8, 1944, declared: 
“There is much eviderice that the general 
public would approve even higher tax 
levies at this time than Congress is willing 
to impose.” 

In fairness, it must be said that taxes 
were the highest in history (though less 
drastic than in Britain) and that the 
United States did a better job financing 
World War II than World War I. There 
was a contemporary feeling of anxiety, 
however, Prof, Jules Backman, writing 
for Brookings Institution in May 1943, em- 
phasized that taxation was the. chief 
weapon against inflation. 

On June 5, 1943, this correspondent wrote, 


rather dogmatically, on this page: “ft ser- 
ious inflation comes to America now, or 
after the war, it will come not because the 
causé was unknown, the symptoms not rec- 
ognized, and the remedies not within grasp, 
but because America failed to take the pre- 
ventative steps that were available.” 


The Baruch-Hancock report to Director 
of War Mobilization James F. Byrnes, Feb. 
15, 1944, asserted that current taxes were 
not too high for wartime— if anything, 
they are too low.” 


Repeat the Error Now? 


That is all water under the bridge now, 
however, Mr. Taft expresses the prevalent 
view of where the big inflationary pressure 
came from. What happened next was the 
sudden elimination of wartime controls 
when peace came. 


As able Reserve Board Governor M. 8. 
Szymezak explained last October: “During 
the wartime, price and other controls kept 
our inflationary forces under check, if not 
under complete restraint. It was not until 
after the lapse of these controls in the 
early summer of 1946 that inflation car- 
ried many commodity prices to new high 
levels.”

The riot which Sir Oswald Mosley re 
cently provoked by holding an anti-Semitic 
rally in the East End of London recalls an 
incident which occurred less than a year 
ago in the British House of Lords. The 
Lord Chancellor last December announced 
that Sir Oswald had applied for a passport 
to visit the United States and that the 
Government had rejected his application. 
The Government, he explained, believed 
there was “a reasonable chance that he

SURNORSRESTUED 


Helicopter Continues. Task of 
Bringing Out 23 Dead—In- 
jured Men Flown to Capital. 


WESTOVER FIELD, Mass., 
Dec. 13 (AP)—With the rescue of 
six survivors of the crash of a big 
in 
Labrador wastelands completed, 
the Air Transport Command to- 
day continued the task of bring- 
ing out bodies of 23 other Army 
men killed in the disaster, 

Four of the six survivors, none 
of whom appeared to be injured 
critically, arrived at Walter Reed 
Hospital, Washington, last night. 
They were identified by the ATC 
as Lt. J. M. Bickley of Abilene, 
Tex.; Sgt. Joseph Stefanowicz of 
Warren, O.; Cpl. Gene L. Harter 
of Fort Wayne, Ind., and Cpl. 
John Shaner of Harrisburg, Pa. 

The other two—Lt. Col. Harry 
Bullis of Portland, Mich. and 
Tech, Sgt. William J. Bujak of 
Philadelphia —remained in a Goose 
Bay, Labrador, hospital. 

Bullis was quoted by investi- 
gators as saying the plane “seemed 
to co almost to a stop in mid- 
air” before plunging. 

That indicated, military authori- 
ties said, that a power failure sent 
the ATC plane plunging to earth 
Tuesday night about eight miles 
from the Goose Bay base. 

The ATC’s Atlantic Division 
headquarters had only meager re- 
ports of. the rescue operations. 
The men were carried out by heli- 
copter in 18 degree temperatures 
and with snow falling. 

The ATC described the opera- 
tion as slow work with the survi- 
vors being taken out one at a time. 
The rescuers planned to use the 
same system in taking out the 
dead and possibly members of the 
ground rescue party which made 
its way to the scene in dog sled 
over rough terrain,

made public by the Air Force in 
Washington last night was Tech. 
Sgt. Carl W. Meyer, whose imme- 
diate next of kin was given as 
his mother, Mrs. Helen L. Meyer, 
of Route 3, Adrian, Mo.

GURBS FOR PETRLLO 
PROPOSED BY HARTLEY 


Would Amend Labor Law to 
Make Unions Subject to 
Anti-Trust Laws. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 13 (AP)— 
Amendment of the Taft-Hartley 
Act to make unions subject to the 
anti-trust laws was proposed today 
by Chairman Hartley (Rep.), New 
Jersey, of the House Labor Com- 
mittee. 

Hartley told reporters his pro- 
posal is aimed primarily at James 


C. Petrillo, head of the American 
Federation of Musicians, whom 
the committee severely criticized 
in a report yesterday, but it would 
apply not only to the AFM, 

“Labor unions should be equally 
liable with business for prosecu- 
tion under the anti-trust laws,” 
Hartley said. “There is no logical 
reason why unions should be ex- 
empt when they are acting in re- 
straint of trade. ‘They are large, 
powerful organizations and should 
be responsible for their actions.” 

Hartley said he plans to hold 
public hearings on the proposed 
amendment early next month and 
probably will have Petrillo as a 
witness, 

The chairman said e legisla- 
tion he has in mind would prevent 
Petrillo from ordering his musi- 
cians not to make recordings after 
the end of this year. 

Petrillo’s threat to shut down 
musical recordings was motivated 
by a section of the Taft-Hartley 
Act restricting the use of royal- 
ties for union health and welfare 
funds, Petrillo has set up such a 
fund to take care of unemployed 
musicians, His fund was based 
on a royalty collected on each 
record made by his musicians. The 
money was used to promote public 
concerts and pay certain types of 
unemployment benefits. 

Hartley’s committee asked the 
Justice Department yesterd to 
determine whether Petrillo¥ and 
the musicians’ union are subject 
to prosecution under the anti- 
trust laws for “monopolistic prac- 
tices.” In addition to the order 
to cease’ making recordings, Pe- 
trillo has a standing bar against 
performances by AFM members 
on television shows. 

The Labor Committee declared 
that Petrillo has set up a “king- 
dom“ of music-makers and exer- 
olses “tyrannical power.“

Quite dif- 
ferent is the case of the United 
States which fortunately was not 
subjected to enemy occupation 
and what is more, enriched itself 
during the war. ,.. Is it not a 
mockery that in the course of 
two and a half years all of the 
20 Allied countries entitled to rep- 
arations from the western zones 
have received reparations to the 
amount of $33,000,000 only? Is 
this the proper way of carrying 
out obligations assumed, if the 
wish to carry them out is there? 


As long as the Allies were needed 
in the war against the common 
enemy they mattered; not incon- 
siderable promises were made to 
them and obligations were entered 
into. But that was during the war. 
Little was left of these promises 
when came the time for peace 
making. 

While the level of industry in 
the joint Anglo-American zone 
reaches only to 35 per cent of the 
1938 level, from the Soviet zone of 
Germany current reparation deliv- 
eries are taking place and the 
level of industry there has already 
reached 52 per cent of the 1938 
level. 

It follows that reparation deliv- 
eries, far from hindering rehabili 
tation of industry, facilitate this 
rehabilitation. . . . One policy is 
to set development of peaceful in- 
dustry in motion so as to increase 
industrial production in the wegt- 
ern zones from 35 per cent to at 
least 70 per cent of the 1938 level. 
„In this case allocation of 10 
per cent for current reparation 
deliveries will leave the Germans 
with 60 per cent of production in- 
stead of the present 35 per cent. 
As a result current reparation de- 
liveries would be carried out and 
furthermore the Germans them- 
selves will get almost twice as 
much industrial production. 

yet efforts should be 

made to achieve an even higher 
level of German industry than 
70 per cent of the 1938 level. No 
sooner is the way cleared and 
no sooner is it made possible un- 
der four power control, of 
course, for German industry 
even to make a start, than it 
will be easy to solve the prob-

VIEWS ON FREEDOM 


BY MRS. ROOSEVELT 


She Finds Repressive Trend 
in U.S., Due to Lack of Faith 
in Making Democracy Work. 


GENEVA, Dec. 13 (AP)—Mrs. 
Eleanor Roosevelt said today the 
United States is displaying a ten- 
dency to “turn to certain repres- 
sive measures which would not be 
necessary if we were completely 
confident in our ability to make 
our democracy work.” 

„It is a fact that we do not at 


present concentrate our forces on 
the positive development of our 
democracy nor assert our confi- 
dence in its ability to meet every 
situation,” she told a press con- 
ference. 

Mrs. Roosevelt, here for sessions 
of the United Nations Commission 
on Human Rights, of which she is 
chairman, was asked to define the 
dividing line between freedom of 
speech and subversive activity. 
She replied that the traditional 
American attitude had been to 
permit any political opinion 
which did not advocate the over- 
throw of the government by force.” 

“Whether that is being changed 
in our country by a new situa- 
tion, I am not quite sure at pres- 
ent,” she added. 

Without referring directly to 
any specific aspect of the United 
States political situation, Mrs. 
Roosevelt declared: “It seems to 
me that where there is not the 
freedom for the individual to dis- 
sent, intellectually, morally and 
spiritually, from the majority 
group, then you do not have real 
freedom, and I do not see how you 
can rogress, since minorities 
often become majorities.” 

Minerities should be free to as- 
sert their views, she said, “as long 
as they do so by persuasion rath- 
er than by force.” 

The whole world has been 
“frightened” by what happened in 
Nazi Germany, Mrs. Roosevelt de- 
clared, adding: 

“There is an inclination to sup- 
press. . . and the minute you sup- 
press, you acknowledge a weak- 
ness, or that reason, I hope we 
recognize that something hap- 
pened in Nazi Germany which 
grew out of conditions which we 
must not allow to occur again.“ 

The Human Rights Commission 
defeated yesterday a Russian at- 
tempt to make “advocacy of na- 
tional racial and religious hostil- 
ity” a punishable crime. 

The vote was 10 to 4 Mrs. 
Roosevelt said she considered the 
Soviet proposal “unworkable,”

GENEVA, Switzerland.

INTERNATIONAL, HOUSE is 
in the old town and is really a 
very fascinating old place. About 
thirty to forty students are able to 
live there. We had a nice time to- 
gether at dinner. A young French- 
man who'd been a sailor during 
the war and had the regular sail- 
or’s red whiskers, made a delight- 
ful speech in which he thanked 
the lady who runs the house as 
well as saying many graceful and 
charming things to me. 

It felt very natural to be back 
among young people. Though the 
head of the university sat on one 
side of me, I'm afraid I talked a 
great deal more to the young 
German-Swiss who is head of the 
student body and who sat at my 
left, and also to a New York girl 
and Canadian boy who sat op- 
posite me. : 

I found that these two were 
engaged to be married. She has 
been here two years and feels 
just as I did so many years ago 
when, after two years of school 
in England, I thought I never 


wanted to go home again. I won- 
dered how I could ever be happy 
without my holiday trips to dif- 
ferent countries and without the 
flavor of the old world which I'd 
learned to love. However, I told 
this New York girl that, when 
she got back to America, she 
would find her experiences had 
made her better able to appre- 
clate the values of things at 
home, though she would proba- 
bly never forget the years she’s so 
much enjoyed over here.

When I spoke at the university, 
the hall was packed with young 
people, sitting on the steps of the 
platform, on the floor in the 
aisles, and up to the very last 
row of the balcony. I talked 
briefly about the human rights 
commission, and then for an hour 
they plied me with questions. 

These students are serious, 
many of them graduate students. 
Some of them spent many years 
in the war and are resuming their 
studies after a very maturing ex- 
perience. Their questions were 
thoughtful and intelligent, and I 
enjoyed every moment of the eve- 
ning. 

I particularly glad after- 
ward to shake hands with a 
number of Americans. It seemed 
to me every part of our country 
was represented, I remember New 
York, Delaware, Ohio, Kansas, 
Washington, Arkansas and Texas. 

How much they can learn from 
having been near countries 
where war has laid things waste 
—even though they are living in 
what really is a small isle of 
plenty in the midst of misery. 
Practically everything except 
food is more expensive here than 
at home — but things do exist. 
These young people are learning 
languages, making friends, study- 
ing economics, history and sci- 
ence—and everything they touch 
takes on something from the fact 
that they are in a university 
which has long had a tradition 
for high standards of scholarship.

1* IS a bad practice to threaten 
your child. To begin with, a 
child’s memory is short. Nor has 
he the power to think and act to- 
ward the future. He is not able to 
consider the consequences of an 
action and decide upon its values, 
In brief, he cannot plan his life. 
When a child is told, If you 
do this again you will get a whip- 
ping you'll remember for many a 
day. Now remember, I mean 
that,” he is checked for a brief 
time. He does not carry that 
knowledge ahead into his days. If 
the idea has a hold on his imagi- 
nation—this thing he wants to do 
‘and nobody wants him to do—he 
will do it in spite of the threats,

NOW IT IS very possible that 
when the time comes to adminis- 
ter the punishment, you see that 
it is not fitting, that the condi- 
tions are such that it would be 
foolish and wrong. But you have 
said it. You feel you must make 
good, and you do. 

But before long the child, un- 
changed in his attitude, repeats 
the offense. This time, knowing 
that he will get a whipping, he 
runs away. He is now afraid to 
go back. Things go from bad to 
worse until the police bring him 
back. That process does no good. 

Don’t make threats. Be con- 
tent to deal with each event as it 
rises. If the child is to be pun- 
ished, punish him then and there. 
Don't allow the threat to hang 
over him. See that the punish- 
ment is intelligent and not re 
vengeful, It should leave the 
child with a better attitude than 
before. If it does not, then it is 
useless — 4 


THE BEST WAT I ever found 
of disciplining children was giv- 
ing them something to do, some- 
thing they enjoyed doing so that 
their minds were turned in anoth- 
er direction. They were so in- 
terested in their jobs that there 
was no room for anything else. A 
busy child is always a good child. 
It ia the idle child, the one that 
can't do what he has been given 
to do, or the one that has nothing 
to do, who gets into trouble, 

When a child gets into mis- 
chief, the first thing to look at is 
his daily program. Where is it 
lacking in activity, interest, use- 
fulness? For these are things that 
are a tonic to a child—bedy and 
mind. Usually we will discover 
that it it not so much the child 
that is failing as it is his elders. 
Give the children a full, interest- 
ing day and there will be no need 
for threats or punishment.
